ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  tlieir  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  W’lien 
a Bill  is  to  operate  in  more  than  one  Province,  Terri- 
tory or  District  the  notice  shall  be  published  in  the 
Canada  Gazette  and  in  a leading  newspaper  in  each 
Province,  Territory  or  District  in  which  tiie  Bill  is  to 
operate.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of 
at  least  two  months  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  tho  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  ntended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
aPPly  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly'  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bill  be  withdrawn.

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any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what-

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of

REAL  ESTATE  TAX  BY-LAW,  1895. 

A Jiy -la  w to  fix  the  rate  and  provide  for  the  collection 
of  taxes  on  the  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Xeiv  Westminster  for  the  year  180.1. 

1JHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  ; — 

1.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the 
year  1895,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  the  ratable 
real  property  in  the  said  City,  as  shown  by  the  last 
revised  Assessment  Roll  thereof,  a rate  of  thirty  mills 
in  the  dollar,  for  the  following  purposes  : — 

(a..)  To  provide  for  sinking  fund  and  interest  on 
debentures  issued  by  the  Corporation  and  outstanding, 
sixteen  mills  and  fifteen-twentieths  of  a mill  in  the 
dollar  : 

(6. ) To  provide  for  the  payment  of  charges  for  school 
purposes,  three  mills  and  fifteen-twentieths  of  a mill 
in  the  dollar  : 

(c. ) To  provide  a general  revenue  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation  for  the  year  1895,  nine  mills  and  ten- 
twentieths  of  a mill  in  the  dollar. 

2.  Every  person  who  is  assessed  on  the  revised 
assessment  roll  for  the  current  year  shall  cause  to  he 
paid  to  the  Collector  of  the  said  City,  at  his  office, 
City  Hall,  the  full  amount  of  the  taxes  for  which  lie 
or  she  is  rated  under  this  by-law,  together  with  all 
arrears  (if  any),  within  30  days  after  demand  has  been 
made  for  the  same,  and  any  person  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  pay  such  taxes  within  the  time  hereby 
limited  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “New 
Westminster  Act,  1888,”  and  amending  Acts,  with 
respect  to  the  collection  of  taxes. 

3.  A discount  or  reduction  of  one- sixth  of  the  amount 
thereof  will  be  allowed  on  all  taxes  levied  under  this 
by-law  if  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  November,  1895,  but  no  discount  or 
reduction  shall  he  allowed  on  arrears. 

4.  This  by-law  may  he  cited  as  the  “Real  Estate 
Tax  By-law,  1895.”

A BY-LAW 

To  a athorlze  the  Sale  o/'  Heal  I’ropert //  tel  thin  the 
Limits  of  the  (Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of 
tin ■ District  of  \orth  l a neon  cor. 

T H 10  RE  AS  it  is  expedient  tlmt  all  lands,  or 
improvements,  or  real  property  within  the 
limits  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Municipality  of  the 
District  of  North  Vancouver,  upon  which  there  shall 
be  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  by-law  unpaid 
municipal  taxes,  in  arrear  for  the  period  of  two  years 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  by-law,  shall  bo  soid  at 
public  auction  : 

Be  it  therefore,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Munici- 
pality of  the  District  of  North  Vancouver  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  said  Corporation)  as  follows : — 

1.  The  Collector  of  the  said  Corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  whenever  any  unpaid  taxes  on 
any  lands  or  real  property  have  been  due  and  in  arrear 
for  two  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  by-law,  to 
prepare  a schedule  of  all  lands  or  improvements  or 
real  property  upon  which,  or  in  respect  of  which, 
municipal  taxes  have  been  so  unpaid  and  in  arrear  for 
two  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  by-law,  as  afore- 
said, setting  forth  in  column  the  amount  due  and  in 
arrear  as  aforesaid  for  taxes  opposite  each  lot  men- 
tioned, and  shall  include  therein  in  a separate  column 
a proportionate  amount  of  all  costs  incurred  whatever 
in  and  about  the  recovery  of  said  arrears  under  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law. 

2.  The  said  schedule  shall  be  duly  authenticated  by 
the  Reeve  of  the  said  Corporation,  affixing  thereto  the 
seal  of  the  said  Corporation  and  his  signature,  and  he 
shall  also,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration, issue  to  the  said  Collector  a warrant,  direct- 
ing and  commanding  him  to  levy  upon  each  and  every 
lot,  or  part  lot,  mentioned  in  said  schedule  for  each 
total  amount  of  arrears  of  taxes  and  the  costs  thereon 
as  therein  specified. 

3.  A copy  of  the  said  schedule  shall  be  published  in 
the  Daily  World  once  a week,  and  appear  in  the 
Municipal  Council  chamber  of  the  said  Corporation, 
situated  in  the  Condell  Block,  on  Homer  Street,  in  the 
City  of  Vancouver,  for  a period  of  one  month  prior  to 
the  date  of  said  sale,  together  with  a notice  declaring 
that  unless  the  said  arrears  of  taxes  and  costs  thereon 
be  not  sooner  paid,  the  said  lands,  improvements,  and 
real  property  mentioned  in  said  schedule  shall  be  sold 
by  public  auction,  at  the  said  office  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration on  Monday,  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  at  eleven 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  or  if  it  may  be  found  necessary 
by  the  said  Collector,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  said 
sale,  to  adjourn  the  said  sale,  at  any  adjournment  of 
said  sale  he  may  deem  fit  to  make,  and  the  amount  of 
arrears  of  taxes  and  costs  mentioned  in  said  schedule 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  correct  amount 
due. 

4.  The  Collector  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to 
said  time  of  sale,  deliver  to,  or  deposit  in  the  post  office 
in  the  City  of  Vancouver  (with  the  usual  postage  rate 
paid  in  each  case)  to  the  known  address  of  the  owner 
of  the  said  land  or  to  his  agent,  a notice  in  writing  (or 
partly  written  and  partly  printed)  of  the  amount  of 
arrears  due  thereon  and  costs  incurred,  and  of  such 
intended  sale  and  of  time  and  place  of  sale ; and  in 
case  of  the  address  of  such  owner  or  his  agent  being 


unknown,  such  notice  shall  be  posted  on  the  property 
intended  to  be  sold,  or  as  near  to  the  said  property  as 
practicable. 

5.  The  said  Collector  shall  not  before  ell'ccting  any 
sale  hereunder  bo  bound  to  ascertain  whether  any  dis- 
tress is  upon  thi!  property,  or  to  enquire  into  the  value 
of  auv  of  the  said  lots  mentioned  in  the  said  schedule. 

(i.  Hie  Collector  shall  at.  the  time  and  place  of  said 
sale,  and  any  adjourned  sale,  proceed  to  sell  by  public 
auction  so  much  of  each  and  every  of  said  lots  men- 
tioned in  said  schedule  upon  which  the  arrears  of 
taxes,  costs,  and  expenses  have  not  been  paid,  as  may 
be  sufficient  to  discharge  the  said  arrears,  costs,  and 
expenses,  and  any  costs  contingent  upon  said  sale. 

7.  If  the  purchaser  of  any  lot  or  part  lot  fails  imme- 
diately to  pay  to  the  Collector  the  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase money  therefor,  the  Collector  shall  forthwith 
re-offer  the  said  property  for  sale. 

8.  If  at  any  time  appointed  for  any  sale  hereunder 
no  bidder  appears,  or  should  the  bidding  in  any  case 
be  insufficient  to  satisfy  arrears  and  costs,  the  Col- 
lector may,  in  his  discretion,  adjourn  the  sale  from 
itime  to  time  and  the  place,  as  he  may  think  fit,  with- 
out further  notice,  and  at  any  such  adjournment  the 
.Collector  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  sell  such  lands  for  any 

; such  sum  as  he  can  realize,  and  the  balance,  or  what- 
ever amount  may  not  be  realized  of  the  said  arrears 
and  costs,  shall  remain  as  a charge  against  the  said 
land  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  municipal  taxes. 

0.  The  Collector  shall,  after  selling  any  lot,  give  to 
the  purchaser  thereof  the  necessary  certificate  pro- 
vided by  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1892.” 

10.  Immediately  after  such  sale  or  adjourned  sale, 
the  Collector  shall  return  a list  of  the  arrears  satisfied 
by  such  sale  to  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Corporation,  and 
shall  at  the  same  time  pay  in  the  proceeds  thereof  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Corporation. 

1 1.  The  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  a commission 
of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  arrears  of  taxes  collected  by 
him,  and  such  commission  shall  be  included  in  the 
respective  costs  set  out  in  the  said  schedule. 

12.  Nothing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding shall  affect  the  right  of  the  said  Corpora- 
tion to  recover  the  said  arrears  of  taxes  with  interest 
and  costs,  as  provided  by  the  “Municipal  Act  Amend- 
ment Act,  1895.” 

13.  This  by-law  may  he  cited  as  the  “North  Van- 
couver Tax  Sale  By-law,  1895.” 

Passed  by  the  Council  of  the  said  Corporation  this 
11th  day  of  September,  1895. 

Reconsidered  and  finally  passed  and  adopted,  and 
the  seal  of  the  said  Corporation  affixed  thereto,  this 
16th  day  of  September,  1895.
